The Brotherhood, If united, wonld he a power-
ful body of men.  1f influenced by a single pur-
pose, turnished with funds, arms, ammuniton,
and leaders, it would be capable of reaching
Canada and holdipg Toronto for, say, three
months, But even then their suceesss would
ouly be as lone-lived as the time oceupled in
trapsporting an srmy from Great Britnin, We
do ot say this ws a deprecintion of Irish
courage, for a braver race never lived; butf'we
do way it because of the impossibility of feeding,
clothing, and keeping 1 subordinution & vast
army of men whose very organization
is  founded on lawlcsaness. If the Fenians
suceceed in  defeating the Chnadian  forees
in a sinele engagemont, then tnat a¥ the
British peed do, is to stand quietly by and
let them ruin themselves, It will be the old
story of Bannockburn over wagain, and the
victors will once more disperse to despoll, and
be cut off in detail without difficulty., A single
guceess will be their rain. If, on the other
bhand, they meet with a defeat, the result will
be a panic, for the invaders do not, like Wir.
Liay of Normundy, burn the vessels in which
they cross, but their insufficient means ot ¢ross-
ing the river or Inke arve carefully preserved in
case of disaster, The consequence of defent will
be & pgencral stawpede lor the hoats. The faw
who reach them will escape to the United States
the many who fuil will be shot down, eaptured,
tried, and probally hung.

Nor can the Fenlans themsalves foel the lenst
gurprised or have the least ground for indigua’
tion if such be the reward of capture, It muy
be patriotic for them to deny that Great Britain
bas aright to niake laws for Ireland, but they
can have no suth ground for such a statement in
regard to Canada, Inattockiog that place they
seek not 50 much to free their native land as to
gripple England. They go thers 18 conspiring
revolutionists; if they succeed they ure patriots,
if they fail they are felons, and deserve a felon's
death, And we prediet thar they will get their
deserts, From thig it will be scen that any
Fenlan selting oul on this exeursion to Canwdn
runs 4 great risk, absulves himsell from all the
protection of the United States and every other
power, and if he be shot down withont trial or
warning, there is none that can or will com
plain, He makes himeell hix own law and pro,
tection; Lie bhas no Government: and musi either
protect himsell or be without defense,

Suppose, tor the sake of a supposition, that the
Teninna defeat the militia, a very likely event,
that they advance on Torounto, they capture the
city, and gain the grand object of their ellort,
What then? Do they hope to have Montreal in
their possession, snd will they seale the helshis
of Abraham and seek to take Quebec? We do
not think that even their durlng will essny such
a wild assault., I In the gemi-barbaric age ot
the art of war, when the “good Queen Bess" aod
the henvy “*blunderbuss” were the arms, and can®
non was us likely to exploie as be dischurged,
the gallant Worre was just able to capture the
city, what hope can the Fentung have when the
American Gibraltur is munned by thousayds
fortafied with all the impreguability of modera
ecienoe, aud guarded by the Parrott and Dahl-
gren, the Minnie rifle and sword bayonets?

aod abide by them. He bhad seen rapid advanoes
made to s higher clvitization during the pust
year, They should be charitable, care for the
aged, and bulld churches mnd school houses,
They should obey all the laws, and not take
redress upon themselves,  The civil courts were
opey to them, He advised them to respect all
the legal suthorities, and try to bring w light all
ciime, The Government hoas declaved their
frecdom, and will mamtain 6. Their rleats
would be protected. He hoped slavery would
be soon removed from Brazil and other coun-
tries, and the world would then unite for the
civilization of Afmen,  Two negroes spoke alter
Governor Jouxgoy had finished.
